A pump and splash system. Pump is a rotary 
gear type driven by spiral gear on cen¬ 
tre of camshaft and is submerged in oil in the 
crankcase sump. The pump has a capacity'Trf 
one gallon per minute of 1000 r.p. ms. Oil is 
pumped to reservoir in valve chamber and 
provides constant gravity flow to each main- 
bearing and an overflow to troughs in crank¬ 
case pan for connecting rod dippers which cre¬ 
ate a splash and vapour which lubricates all 
other frictional parts. Crankcase holds one 
Imperial gallon. 

The lubricating system of Model “A’’ is simple, efficient and trou¬ 
ble-proof. Combination pump and splash systems work in conjunction 
to furnish an adequate supply” of oil to bearings 'and all working 
parts. The sump or crankcase has a capacity of one Imperial gallon. 
Working in this sumo is a gear pump enclosed in a fine mesh screen 
driven off the camshaft. This pump feeds the oiLJhrough a lead in 
the cylinder block to reservoir in the valve chamber. The oil level in 
this reservoir is l /a” below the top of the push rod guides to avoid ex¬ 
cessive splash on the valve stems. 

The oil level in the reservoir is maintained by an opening in front 
end of reservoir and by tan overflow pipe at the rear end of reservoir, 

. through which sflrplus oil returns to crankcase. 

The main bearings are oiled by means of individual leads from the 
1 oil reservoir. The overflow from the oil reservoir runs over splash 
pan in returning to crankcase. In’splash pah are small troughs which 
retain the oil. Dippers, on the connecting rods dipping into these 
troughs create a splash and vapour that lubricates main bearings, 
connecting rod bearings, camshaft bearings, cylinder walls and all 
other working parts. 

The overflow from the reservoir returns to splash pan in crankcase • * 
whether the car is climbing or descending steeji grades. Adequate 
lubrication of all moving parts, is thus assured under all operating 
conditions. There are no small pipes to become clpggcd, the only out¬ 
side pipe being in diaiheter, which will not become clogged with 
congealed oil in cold weather. , 

The pump is held in position by a plate on’ tKe^bettom of the sump. 
This plate can.be readily removed by taking ouj/six 14” screws. The 
pump and screen will then drop down and fan be readily cleaned, 
wnich should be done every 5000 miles, ami the beginning of cold 
weather to prevent screen from becoming clogged and hampering oil 
circulation.

Asquith, just as 
Lord Chatham was better knokn as 
Wm. Pitt. He was a great lawyer be¬ 
fore he became a politician and after¬ 
wards Prime Minister. His career 
brought him in contact with the war 
qnd the war ended his career, as it 
'did the career of so many others. No 
Prime Minister,with the exceptions of 
Borden and Massey, survived the war 
as Prime Minister. If Lloyd George 
had been Prime Minister when the 
war broke out, he would not have 
been Prime Minister when the war 
ended. Perhaps Asquith would. He 
was a great man—one of Britain’s 
worthiest. No one has ever accused 
him of acts unbecoming a patriot, but 
his opponents made the most of his 
chance remark, “Wait a|nd See.” They 
were impatient, because they did not 
know. He waited—and he has seen. 
Who now says that he was a failure ? 


DOGGED PERSISTENCE 


At every game, along the side lines 
there are a few, watching with hun¬ 
gry eyes, whose souls are yearning 
to be out in the play. These are the 
runners-up, the fellows who are not 
quite good enough to make the team. 
They may go on through school prac¬ 
ticing year after year, always faith¬ 
ful, always persistent, yet just lack¬ 
ing that ability to click, which lands 
them in the glory of the team They 
are called, bilt they are not chosen— 
and in them one sees the frustration 
of certain youthful hopes.

While the other fellow, the one who 
has doggedly, perhaps fruitlessly 
struggled, has realized early that life 
is hard and full of bumps. He has 
hoped and has buried hopes, and to 
him has fallen the real discipline of 
the game. He is not befogged by 
tantalizing visions of easy pleasant 
by-paths. He has learned that life is 
grim, but he has unconsciously devel¬ 
oped persistence. As a rule be turns 
this persistence to use in practical 
fields. If he does so, he has already 
gained immeasurably over the gifted 
ones. It is hard to see youth suffer 
silently, and the recompense of a 
possible ultimate gain in the far fu¬ 
ture is a poor solace for the here and 
now. Yet those who keep trying, are 
building better than they know.

IIOVV TO FIGURE INCOME TAX 


The late-st number of McLean’s 
publishes an article by Harold Long 
of the Lethbridge Herald, in which he 
sets forth the rise of irrigation in 
Southern Alberta, and extols the man 
who was a most powerful figure in 
this enterprise, Supt. Fairfield of the 
Experimental Farm, Lethbridge. In 
1901, Will Fairfield newly graduated 
from an Agricultural College, afnd an 
Easterner by birth, came West-stirred 
by frontier stories. At this time the 
Alberta Railways had 500,000 acres 
of semi-arid land to dispose of. The 
Mormon colonies under Charles Card, 
took up this tract, and gave valuable 
assistance in carrying out the build¬ 
ing of a canal to water the huge 
block of land. Fairfield’s part in the 
enterprise was to show the settlers 
how best to handle their land and 
how to get the best results In the ap¬ 
plication of the water. Later he 
started the Lethbridge Experimental 
farm, one of the finest stations of 
that kind in Canada. In Alberta $50- 
000,000 is invested in irrigation con¬ 
struction costs alone. But the unlim¬ 
ited future of the project’s success is 
the firm conviction of the writer of 
the story. 


Explanation is made by the depart¬ 
ment of national revenue regarding 
the working out of the additional 10 
per cent, income tax reduction an¬ 
nounced in the budget. ' The reduc¬ 
tion is <Inly on individual incomes, 
and last year a similar reduction of 
10 per cent, was announced in the an¬ 
nual statement of the minister of fin¬ 
ance.

leaving the income tax he actually 
pays. 


“REMEMBER THE MAINE” 

Thirty years ago America was 
stunned by the news of the .battle¬ 
ship Maine’s destruction in Havana 
harbor, which occurred on the night 
of February 15, 1898, with a loss of 
266 officers and men. War between 
the United States and Spain, which 
had been imminent for some time, at 
once became inevitable, as the Span¬ 
iards in Havana were believed to 
have deliberately blown up the Maine, 
which was at the time on a friendly 
visit to that port. 

During the war \vhich began on 
April 19, the slogan of American 
soldiers and sailors was “Remember 
the Maine,” a battle ciy which 
spurred them on to deeds of valor at 
| Manila and Santiago. 

I Just how the Maine was destroyed 
I has never been, known for a certainty, 
j although a board of investigation 
| found that it was blown up from the 
j outside, and not by an internal ex- 
j plosion, as the Spaniards contended. 

! Some Spaniards declared that the ves- 
I sel was sunk by Cubans who knew 
that such an outrage would precipi¬ 
tate a war which would result in their 
freedom, but this theory was never 
I given much credence. 

However, it really happened, it 
j served to light the flames of the 
I Spanish-American War, which for- 
! ever ended Spain's rule on this hem- 
^ isphere and drove her from the Philip- 
■ pines. Cuba is free, the Filipinos are 
humanely governed, while even Spain 
i is perhaps better off than she was 
j thirty years ago, when the flower of 
her young manhood was required to 
hold her far-flung colonies in subjec- 
[ tion. 

' All the peoples whose destinies 
i were changed by the war have every 
| reason to “Remember the Maine.” 


He was. a Republican and strong 
for Coolidge j»s a candidate. Discus¬ 
sing the projects, he said: “If we 
do not win next November, it will be 
for the same reaso^i that I did not 
make maple syrup last year—the sap 
di<l not choose to run.”

Preliminary figures indicate that 
mining production in British Colum¬ 
bia this >car will exceed all pre¬ 
vious records, although prices will 
be somewhat below those of 1920, 
when a total of $67,000,000 was re¬ 
corded.

SHORT COURSE TALK 


Mr. Hare, chief of the Poultry De¬ 
partment, Edmonton, has the follow¬ 
ing to say on the care of poultry: 

Mr. Hare said that he had gather¬ 
ed from questions asked throughout 
the province, that the housing of hens 
was as great a problem as any in this 
country, _ Advice from poultry bulle¬ 
tins, does not seem to meet our re¬ 
quirements as we have not the uni¬ 
formity of weather conditions that 
prevails in many other places. We 
have violent extremes of cold, and 
wind, all of which must be consider¬ 
ed, iVi devising a henhouse that will 
encourage uniform production. The 
success in poultry raising is depend¬ 
ent on the success of .the late fall and 
winter months, when prices are high. 
Our birds can stand a good deal' of 
told without harm. But 10 below con 
tinued for any length of time, has a 
decidedly injurious effect on produc¬ 
tion. The question is, how to keep 
biids comfortable, inducing egg-pro¬ 
duction. 

In the past, the method has been to 
build shallow houses, with consider¬ 
able cotton in front. But the temper¬ 
ature goes too low in this type. 

Mr. Hare then demonstrated the 
points in a model of a henhouse which 
he had brought with him: This model 
building which has, proved very ade¬ 
quate at the experimental farms, is 
about 18 feet deep. It may be G!a 
feet high at the front and about 5 
feet at the back. It is built of 2 inch 
by 6 inch studding and rafters. The 
boa n*ig (inside and outside) is lined 
with tarpaper# and in this space, cut 
straw or shavings are packed. Kor 
the roof the same process, being in¬ 
ter packed with straw or shavings. 
The flooring is preferably of double 
boarding crossed, with tar paper be- 1 
tween. Cement is sanitary but un¬ 
less deeply covered witli straw is too 
cold. The building is on 6 x 6 .-ills, j 
At the front of the house, boarding 
is used to about 18 inches from the 
bottom Above this is cello-glass, the 
advantage of cello-glass being that it 
admits the ultra-violet rays. Above j 
the cello-glass, are glass windows on 
each side (ordinary glass permitting 1 
brighter sunlight than cello-glass) 
and cotton windows. 

The system of ventilation is all im¬ 
portant that artificial heating need ( 
not be resorted to. By the approved J 
system, the ventilators are so placed) 
that the fresh air comes in at the bot-1 
tom a)id up through the rafters. If 
the exit of the ventilator was at the 
top, the animal heat, so necessary, J 
would esc»pe. The cold air is drawn 
from the flqor. Two compartments in 
a hen house are desirable, as, hens 
and-pullets should be kept apart. 

A man near Edmonton used this 
plan of building for housing 13(1 birds 
the building being 19 feet square. 
j-WKbn outside, the temperature was 
10 below zero, inside the hen house it' 

I was 28 above. On the bitterest nights 
he covered the cotton windows with 
beaver-board. It is important that 
poultiy men should keep away from 
artificial heat.

, Brooding • 

The artificial method of brooding is 
much in favor especially with fairly 
large flocks. The coal burning brood¬ 
er stove is preferred over electric ami 
coal -oil stoves,-as it gives better heat. 
The brooder room should be about 12 
feet square. A granary would serve 
the purpose if it is tightly built. Here 
a double compartment is desirable, in 
order to give the chicks an unheated 
room in which to exercise in bad Ap¬ 
ril weather. 

In this country, many chicks have 
rickets, because of the indoor April 
weather. To alleviate this, cello- 
glass should be used to admit the ul¬ 
tra violet rays, and a. one per cent, 
cod liver oil diet is of help. Another 
feature of the brooder house is forc¬ 
ed roosts. Chicks should be taught to 
roost early. 

When the chicks aie weaned from 
the hept, they should lie put out on 
the range. Clean ground is essential, 
and enough ground. Farms in B. C. 
are adopting a three-year rotation in 
this matter. The chicks are in port¬ 
able ."houses and- each year the houses 
are removed to clean fresh ground. 
The same ground used perpetually 
gives rise to worm diseases 

.Good Ration for Chicks 

Chicken Scratch—30 lbs. pin head 
oatmeal, 30 lbs. finely cracked corn, 
30 lbs. cracked wheat. 

Chick Mash—25 lbs. oatmeal (no 
hulls), 25 lbs. cornmeal, 25 lbs. bran, 
25 lbs. shorts, 3'lbs. meat scraps, 2 
pints cod liver oil. 

For drink skim milk or buttermilk. 
Milk is a necessary part of chicken

diet. For a small number of chicks, 
the commercial mixtures are good 
and less trouble. 

-To judge the good producers 
amongst hens, there are certain signs 
which help. A good producer is usu¬ 
ally a bird with full bright eyes, full 
breast, deep body, large abdominal 
capacity and thin pelvis bones. Poor 
producers as a rule give evidence of 
low vitality, small dry comb and wat¬ 
tles, and did sunken eyes. 

I n culling out poultry this should 
lie done three times in the fall. An 
early inoulter is usually a poor layer. 

The only positive method of arriv¬ 
ing at a hen’s productive qualities is 
by trap nesting. This gives evidence 
not only of the number of eggs laid, 
but of the size of egg. 

There i,s an “Approved Flock 
Scheme” being advocated by the Ag¬ 
ricultural Dept. It is something on 
the record for production system. It 
is necessary to have seven interested 
parties in one district. Ihallets will be 
selected from these seven flocks by an 
inspector probably in November. 
These pullets will be watched under 
the trap-nesting system, for produc¬ 
tion. A 50% production will mark 
them "approved.” A 70% production 
will mark them “certified.’’ This will 
give the farmer a sure test of his pul¬ 
lets, and a definite standard of value 
on them.

RED CROSS SOCIETY 


Annual Meeting Will be Held at 
Calgary, February 25th, 1928 


The annual meeting of the Red 
Cross Society will be held this year 
in the Palljs&r Hotel* Calgary on 
Saturday, February 25th at 10 o’clock 
a.m. The public are cordially invited 
to attend, and itr tff'fcarnestly hoped 
there will be a large gathering of 
Red Cross friends and workers from 
various parts of the province. The 
work of the Red Cross in peace time 
in Alberta has progressed and ex¬ 
tended until there is not a part of the 
province where the Red Cross has n<5t 
penetrated, in the endeavor to attain 
the goal of mitigation of suffering 
and prevention of disease and im¬ 
provement of health. The education¬ 
al value of Junior Red Cross in the 
schoQls of the province has long since 
passed beyoflid the experimental stage 
and everywhere teachers and school 
authorities are inviting the Red Cross 
to establish organized branches in 
the schoolroom. Recognizing the fact 
that there is no better or more suc¬ 
cessful method of teaching hygiene 
and civics to the future citizens of A1 
berta, the teachers are setting 1 them¬ 
selves the task of assisting the new¬ 
ly formed Juniors to carry out their 
pledge of “helping those less fortun¬ 
ate than themselves’’ “being true 
Canadians" and faithful members of 
the Junior Red Cross.” Alberta is 
proud of her 16,000 children who are 
lined up for health and service, and 
looks with especial pride on the child 
ren’s achievement of the care of crip¬ 
pled children in the Red Cross Hospi¬ 
tals in Calgary and Edmonton. The 
story of Work amongst the immi¬ 
grants, and of the educational work 
of teaching home nursing to the mo¬ 
thers of Alberta will give many in¬ 
teresting sidelights o#i the extension 
of Red Cross along service lines in 
the homes of the people. The repprt 
of the Health Education Bureau with 
its Radio Health Service, free library 
and illustrated lecture department 
will give an idea of the extent of Red 
Cross in the dissemination of health 
knowledge. 


HORSEBUSINESS 

Federal Minister of Agriculture Holds 
Hopeful Views on the Horse 
Breeding Industry 


In his latest report of the work of 
the Department of Agriculture at Ot¬ 
tawa, the Honourable Mr. Motherwell 
expresses a very hopeful view of the 
horse breeding industry. In districts 
he points out, where for the past de¬ 
cade horse breeding was almost ne¬ 
glected, attention is being given more 
to the raising of stock. The market 
for big draught horses has been in¬ 
creasing at good prices, which, the 
Minister states, have during the past 
year been at least 25 per cent, higher 
than during the previous year. The 
shortage in the eastern provinces is 
being filled from the West and it is 
shown that' during the twelve-month 
period under review the western prov¬ 
inces supplied to Ontario 6,700 horses 
to Quebec 10,000, while large ship¬ 
ments were required to supply the 
needs of the Maritime provinces. Ref¬ 
erence is made to the export of one 
thousalhd western horses to Russia 
that has made such a good impression 
that delegates representing that coun 
try have been on the outlook for lar¬ 
ger shipments. Saddlers, hunters and 
polo ponies, the Minister reports, con 
tinue to find a ready market^at pri¬ 
ces from 15 per cent, to 25 per cent, 
higher than in previous years. The 
difficulty of being able to supply the 
market with suitable stock of these 
classes is quite pronounced. Referr¬ 
ing to the horse breeders’ clubs that 
are operated under the Federal assist 
ance' policy, the Honourable Mr. Mo¬ 
therwell states that these have in¬ 
creased 20 per cent, over the preced¬ 
ing year with an increased demand 
for the better class of sires, which it 
is being leariied is doing much tp es¬ 
tablish a definite type and to grade 
up the horses of the district by the 
use of the improved blood. 


INCOME FROM GAME LICENSES 

Game licenses and permits yielded 
a revenue to the province of $56,940- 
.86 during 1927, according to figures 
submitted the legislature last week by 
Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
agriculture, in reply to a question by 
L. A. Giroux, Liberal, Grouard. Rev¬ 
enue from the same source, from Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1928, to date, was $6,580.47, 
makihg a total since January 1, 1927, 
of $63,530.33. Taxes collected on 
furs to date since January 1, 1927, 
amounted to $56,300.70, being subdi¬ 
vided into $51,573.15 for 1927 and $4,- 
727.12 since January 1, of this year.

Ratepayers of Marquis Discuss 
Business of District 


Minutes of annual meeting of the 
ratepayers Municipality of Marquis, 
No. ljj/7, held at Lake’ McGregor 
school, February 18th, 1928. Between 
Seventy and eighty ratepayers pres¬ 
ent. At 1 p.m. the Returning Officer 
P. J. Haslam, opened the meeting cal¬ 
ling for nominations for chairman. 

Proposed and seconded that Mr. 
Donald Sinclair act as chairman.-!— 
Carried. . Mr. Sinclair then took up 
the chair and called for hominations 
for secretary. Proposed and second¬ 
ed that P. J. Haslam act as secretary. 
Minutes of previous annual meeting 
read and approved. 

Mr. Sinclair then called upon the 
Councillors in turn to address the 
meeting. 

Mr. Neii Campbell, the reeve, took 
the financial statement, explaining 
the various iteips. He also touched 
on road work, the feasibility of keep¬ 
ing roads clear of snow and the weed 
question. Mr. Steve Williams then 
addressed the meeting saying that 
any work done on the roads this sea¬ 
son in his district, he got good value 
for. Mr. R. N. Broderick was then 
cdiled on for his report, in the course 
of which he mentioned regarding a 
piece of road in the vicinity of 
Queenstown, that it was. impossible to 
get an elevator grading machine to 
fix this particular spot last year. He 
also touched on the upkeep of the 
Municipal Park .advocating a caretak¬ 
er and a bylaw v for the improvement 
of the park, so as to get permanent 
results from the money spent. Mr. 
Vic. Bertrand, the next member on 
the stand said as co-member of the 
parks’ committee with Mr. Broderick, 
he was quite in accord with his re¬ 
marks regarding the park. Mr. James 
Dann gave a short talk on road main¬ 
tenance. Mr. Milt Ward touched on 
the grading of the roads in 1927 with 
the caterpillar tractor, saying that 
never before had the council accom¬ 
plished so much for the amount of 
money expended. He also took up 
the question of using snow ploughs 
by the co-operation of farmers direct¬ 
ly after a snow storm. 

Miss Davisson, the municipal 
health nurse, then gave a full and in¬ 
teresting report on her work illustra¬ 
ting it with charts. 

Moved and seconded that the Coun¬ 
cil reduce the rent of the nurse’s cot¬ 
tage as low as possible and that a ga¬ 
rage be provided for the storing of 
her car.—Carried. 

The chairman then turned the meet 
ing over to the Retumihg Officer who 
called for nominations for three coun¬ 
cillors, and a hospital director to be 
elected from townships 17, 22, 17, 23, 
18, 23 and part of 17, 21 and 19, 23 
Mr. Vic Bertrand, Mr. Ward and Mr. 
Dann were nominated for councillors. 
Mr. Wilson Oldfield for hospital diree 
tor. No other nominations, so at 4 p 
m., the Returning Officer declared the 
above four gentlemen elected by ac 
clamation. The new councillors there 
upon addressed the meeting thanking 
the ratepayers for the honor. 

Mr. Donald Sinclair then resumed 
the chair and the business of the an¬ 
nual meeting proceeded. 

Mr. N. T. DeWitt brought up the 
question of the roads in Township 17- 
23 and called for an investigation on 
the spending of the money in the 
west half of township 17-23. 

Proposed by K. E. Williams, sec¬ 
onded by I- A. Douglass, that the 
ratepayers of the Municipality of 
Marquis No. 157, here assembled do 
go on record as having full confidence 
in the work of the council.—Carried. 

The chairman then called for ideas 
on improving the Municipal Park. 
Moved by F. Harvey, seconded by L. 
A. Douglass, that this meeting go on 
record as empowering the council to 
raise sufficient money to improve the 
park as they see fit.—Carried. 

Proposed by R. Campbell that be¬ 
fore any money is raised by the coun¬ 
cil for park purposes, that a vote of 
the ratepayers, be taken. 

Mr. Broderick thereupon explained 
that before the council could spend 
any large amount of money for park 
purposes a vote of the people would 
have to be taken so the amendment 
went by the board.

Information is being asked on the oil 
industry, sugar-beet industry, etc., 
and all -the latest data on Alberta's 
economic condition and enterprises 
are in constant demand by inquiries 
at the London office. 

The United States Swine Co. of 
Spokane, Washington, has opened 
business in Cardston, for the develop¬ 
ment of the swine industry. The plan 
will be on the co-operative system be¬ 
tween the farmers and the Company, 
and contracts have already beeh sign¬ 
ed in sufficient numbers to foresha¬ 
dow one of the greatest developments 
in the swine industry in the country. 

Fifty per cent, of the entire esti¬ 
mated Canacliifi grain crop for the 
present season has already been mar¬ 
keted over the lines of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the exact figure up 
to January 31st being 206,269,000 
bushels. Of this volume handled 
since August 1st Vancouver has re¬ 
ceived 28,000,000 bushels. 

Gorman of St. John, New Bruns¬ 
wick, the Canadian champion speed 
skater in Olympic contests, had hard 
luck in ol'ie of . his competitions. Kos, 
.of Holland, fell directly in front of 
liim, delaying him to seventh place. 
The Canadians have hotly protested 
no satisfaction. Gorman has with¬ 
drawn from the later races. 

Premier Ferguson of Ontario is of 
the opinion that any subsidies for the 
movement of Alberta coal to Ontario, 
if necessary, should come from the 
federal treasury. He stated that nei¬ 
ther Alberta nor Ontario should bear 
ami that Ontario had al¬ 
ready spent thousands in trying to 
show that the $9 freight rate was ex¬ 
cessive. 

Wheat and flour were exported 
from Canada in 1927 to 45 countries, 
the total amounts being 251,265,788 
bushels, of wheat and 9,247,824 barrels 
of flour. The British Isles took 185,- 
355,710 bushels of wheat and 3,318,- 
435 barrels of flour. Italy was the 
next best customer in wheat with 12 ,- 
030,759 bushels and Germany second 
as regards flour with 1,002,943 bar¬ 
rels. ~ • 

A. P. Phillips, field manager for the 
International Oil$Jilberta Limited, 
recently stated tn^Hfee result of the 
company’s drilling "last year in the 
Lesser Slave Lake area gave very 
satisfactory results, and produced a 
heavy gas flow and also good indica¬ 
tions of oil. This company holds some 
36,000 acres in the area and intends 
to start operations again early in the 
spring. 

Louis D. Hunstood, consulting en¬ 
gineer and ex-professor of mining at 
Yale University, predicts that Cana- 
j da’s gold production by the end of 19- 
128, will be between $44,000,000 and 
$47,000,000, a figure which would 
I g ive the Dominion a place in produc- 
, tioii ahead of the United States and 
second among the countries of the 
world in this respect. This estimate 
is as follows: Ontario $38,000,000 to 
$40,000,000; Quebec $ 1 , 000,000 and 
other provinces from $ 5 , 000,000 to $ 6 - 
000,000.
